The Gazette employes, about fifty strong, furnished an object 


lesson yesterday morning- which is worth recording, for it demon- 
strates how wide-spread this spirit of loyalty is and how strongly 
it appeals to every heart. The committee apportioned to this little 
yroup of employes, two thousand seven hundred and fifty dollars, 
as their share of the eleven hundred thousand dollars which Janes- 
ville is to subscribe. The management said "it can't be done," but 
it was in less than fifteen minutes, and they went over the top 
with a cheer. It meant sacrifice and more rigid economy for mamy 
of them, but they met the situation cheerfully, glad to have a 
part in winning the war.
